Says Reinforcements Repulse Reds 

Saigon Denies Fall of City in Siege

SAIGON. Jan. 5 iNYT*.— Gov- 
ernment forces were reported to- 
day to be bolding at least two 
strong: points In the embattled 
provincial capital of PhuocT&nh, 
which was said to iiavc been 
penetrated several times by Com- 
munist troops with tanks. 

The Saigon command reported 
tiiat the city's defenders— up to 

3.00 0 reconnaissance troops from 
three regular divisions, Monta- 
gnard militiamen and several 
hundred Rangers who arrived in 
helicopters yesterday— beat back 
an apparently light attack by 
North Vietnamese troops this 
morning. One of the enemy's 
T-34 tanks was knocked out. the 
command said. 

This afternoon, the command 
said, the North Vietnamese fired 

1.000 artillery, rocket and mortar 
rounds into Phuoc Birth. No 
statement on casualties was issued. 

The command said that radio 
contact with the provincial head- 
quarters was being maintained. 

“We are holding the city," a 
command spokesman asserted. 

Refugees from outlying hamlets 
were said to be pouring into the 
sprawling provincial capital, on a 
plateau 75 miles north of Saigon. 

Several military analysts said 
that the situation looked bleak 
for tbe Phuoc Binh garrison. 
There was speculation that the 
North Vietnamese were hoping to 
draw further government rein- 
forcements into the city before 
making an all-out push to take it. 

Pilots flying combat and re- 


supply missions over the city, 
which is in a bend of the Song 
Be River, reportedly were farced 
by anti-aircraft fire to stay at 
10.000 feet or higher. 

A South Vietnamese officer said 
that the pilots were struck with 
a sense of “utter hopelessness" 
because the much-bombarded city 
looked like “a tiny, agonizing dot 
of smoke.” 

The pilot of an old AC-119 
gunshlp said that the Phuoc 
Binh provincial chief, CoL Nguyen 
Cong Thanh, had been keeping 
radio contact with planes drop- 
ping flares and bombing Commu- 
nist positions at night. 

“If you go away and Phuoc ‘ 
Binh falls, you will be responsi- 
ble.” the province chief report- 
edly shouted to the pilots. 


Unconfirmed reports said that 
the colonel was killed or wounded 
in a tank attack on the province 
headquarters yesterday.' 

But according to a South Viet- 
namese source, the city's defend- 
ers continued today to hold the 
headquarters and a military camp 
on the city's southern edge, near 
a stadium that has been a key 
drop point for parachuted sup- 
plies of ammunition. 

The city's largely Montagnard 
civilian population, which re- 
portedly has swollen from 26.000 
to 40.000, Is believed to be crowded 
into tbe northern edge of Phuoc 
Binh. 

~ The North' Vietnamese are said 
to have thrust into tbe city from 
the northwest and tbe southwest 
at least twice. 


Libya Ends 
Ban on Oil 
Sale to U.S. 

Drop in Purchases 
Spurs Price Cut 

BEIRUT, Jan. 5 «.APj . — Libya 
has quietly removed its ban on 
oil exports to the United States to 
help offset a drastic drop In its 
foreign sales, the Middle East 
Economic Survey reported yes- 
terday. 

In addition. Libya and two 
other major crude-oil producers. 
Iraq and Algeria, have lowered 
their prices slightly to meet com- 
petition from Persian Gulf pro- 
ducers, the Economic Survey re- 
ported. 

The authoritative oil journal 
said that the Libyan decision was 
not announced publicly but in- 
ternational oil companies d ealing 
with Libya have been informed 
that they are free to resume ship- 
ments to the United States and 
“related destinations.” 

After most Arab oil states lift- 
ed their embargo against the 
United States in Mar ch. Libya 
continued its ban against Amer- 
ican shipments. But the Eco- 
nomic Survey said that “the con- 
tinuing ban on shipments to the 
United States had been a major 
factor, in addition to the price, 
in depressing the volume of 
Libya's oil exports, since the light, 
low-sulphur Libyan crude is Ideal- 
ly suited to the requirements of 
U.S. refineries.” 

The oil journal said that Libya's 
production fell to a low of 960,000 
barrels a day in November, com- 
pared with 1.88 million barrels a 
day for the first half of the year 
and a high of 2J. million barrels 
a day In 1973. 

The journal said that Libya, 
Iraq and Algeria -had decided to 
lower their prices by 30 to 50 
cents a barrel effective Jan. 1 
because drastically reduced 
freight rates from the Persian 
Gulf had left their oil “definitely 
overpriced.”

The community leaders in the 
northern province met members 
of the Eritrean Liberation Front 
on Friday and again yesterday.

PLO, Jordan Agree to Hold 
Regular Talks to Mend Rift

CAIRO. Jan. 5 iNYT».— Jor- 
dan and tbe Palestine Liberation 
Organization took a step yester- 
day toward ending their deep 
mutual hostility by agreeing to 
hold regular meetings in tlie 
coming months. 

The agreement was reached by 
premier Zaid Rifai. who is also 
Jordan's foreign minister, and 
Farotik KaddoumL PLO repre- 
sentative, in a meeting that in- 
cluded the foreign ministers of 
Syria and Egypt. 

Mr. Kaddoumi, who is the head 
of the PLO's political depart- 
ment. pledged that the organiza- 
tion would stop its propaganda 
campaign against King Hussein. 

And Mr. Rifai gave assurances 
that the Jordanian * government 
would respect the “vested rights" 
of the nearly 1 million Pales- 
tinians who live on the East 
Bank of the Jordan River and 
constitute about half the popula- 
tion of Jordan east of the river. 

Communique Issued 

The mutual assurances were 
contained in a communique 
issued at the end of a tv.o-day 
conference. Egypt's foreign min- 
ister. Ismail Fahrny and the 
Syrian foreign minister, Abdel 
Halim Khaddam, also signed the 
statement. 

Mahmoud Rind of Egypt, tile 
secretary-general of the Arab 
League, presided at the con- 
ference, which was held at the 
league's headquarters here. 

Members of the Jordanian and 
Palestinian delegations, speaking 
privately and separately after 
tbe concluding meeting. said 
they were happy with the results 
but acknowledged that only a 

modest beginning had been made. 

The Palestinians, contrary to 
some expectations, refrained from 
raising their long-standing de- 
mands that King Hussein permit 
their commandos to return to 


Jordan and conduct operations 
against the Israeli-occupied West 
Bank from there. The King and 
Mr. Rifai had declared in many 
public statements that they 
would reject these demands. 

A discussion of that issue could 
only have embittered the confer- 
ence atmosphere. 

Similarly the two tides avoid- 
ed discussion of the respective 
role of tbe Palestinians and the 
Jordanian government at a fu- 
ture peace conference in Geneva. 
This, too, is an issue that could 
not be solved now. Informed 
sources said. 

King Hussein has said that 
his government will not partici- 
pate in such a conference be- 
cause the Rabat summit meeting 
in October gave the PLO — rather 
than Jordan— responsibility for 

tiie Israeli-occupied territories of 
the West Bank and Gaza. 

The other Arabs, including the 
Palestinians, want Jordan to be 
represented in Geneva without, 
however, giving it the right to 
speak for the Palestinians. 

There was some doubt just how 
effective the promised PLO 
clamp-down on anti-Hussein 
statements would be. Dissident 
groups within tlie Palestinian 
movement are opposed to any 
reconciliation with K-ng Hus- 
sein. And even among some of 
Yassir Arafat's closest collabora- 
tors there are some like A bon 
lyod. the second-ranking member 
of el-ft&tah. who have openly de- 
clared that the King must be 
killed. 

Next Meeting Set 

CAIRO. Jan. 5 <APi. — Tile for- 
eign ministers of Egypt. Syria and 
Jordan and the PLO have agreed 
to meet again In Damascus Feb. 
15, the Arab League reported to- 


Eritrea— formerly a federal state 
with a large degree of autonomy 
—was made a province of Ethiopia 
in 1962. 

The province has been tense 
since Dec. 22, when secessionists 
threw hand grenades into two 
crowded bars In Asmara, tbe pro- 
vincial capital, killing six persons 
and wounding 40. 

The current talks follow discus- 
sions held by senior Ethiopian of- 
ficials and the Eritrean com- 
munity leaders. Their meeting 
last Sunday led to the formation 
of a committee of 38 Eritrean 
leaders, who in subsequent dis- 
cussions made six proposals— in- 
cluding one for talks an a cessa- 
tion of hostilities in Eritrea as a 
preparatory step toward direct 
negotiations abroad with guerrilla 
chiefs. 

The sources said that 27 com- 
mittee members then opened talks 
with ELF leaders at the Tillage 
of Adi Gebrai. about 20 miles 
southwest of Asmara. 

Another Meeting 

The sources said the ELF lead- 
ers agreed to another meeting in 
two weeks with five Eritrean com- 
munity leaders. 

The sources said that 30 mem- 
bers of the committee of 38 had 
talks yesterday at Coazten, 11 
miles north of Asmara, with lead- 
ers of the rival guerrilla move- 
ment, tbe Marxist-oriented Popu- 
lar Liberation Front. PLF leaders 
told the Eritrean delegation that 
they would reply later this month 
to tbe truce proposal the sources 
said. 

Meanwhile, a statement today 
by the ruling Military Council — 
broadcast over Radio Ethiopia — 
said that political prisoners in 
Eritrea would be released in line 
with proposals by tbe committee 
of 38. 


Morocco Closing Esso 

CAS ABLANCA. Morocco. Jan. 5 
(UPIi. — The government has de- 
cided to take over the operations 
of the Esso Standard Oil Co. in 
Morocco and to close them, ac- 
cording to an Industry Ministry 
communique. 

It said that Esso Standard 
Maroc and Esso Gas failed to ac- 
cept a government plan which 
called for foreign-own ed oil com- 
panies to give 50- per- : cl ; control 
here to a newly created national 
oil company. The measure is part 
of tbe overall government pro- 
gram of what it calls Moroc- 
canization. 

Officials said the other 10 oQ 
companies who distribute and sell 
petroleum and gas products in 
Morocco have accepted the gov- 
ernment terms which were laid 
down last summer. A long liti- 
gation is expected before a final 
settlement is made, government 
sources said. 

Labor Secretar y 
Said to Consider 
U.S. Envoy Post 

WASHINGTON. Jan. 5 «WP>.— 
Labor Secretary Peter Brennan 
has been offered the ambassador- 
ship to Ireland by President 
Ford, according to sources. 

The sources say that Mr. Bren- 
nan. 56, Is considered likely to 
accept the appointment. Whether 
he does or not. these sources in- 
dicated, he is certain to be re- 
placed as secretary of labor. 

Mr. Brennan, through a spokes- 
man, declined to comment on the 
report. 

Three persons have been men- 
tioned as possible successors for 
Mr. Brennan, according to the 
sources. They are John Dunlop, 
former director of the now-de- 
funct Cost of Living Council: 
W. J. Usery jr„ director of the 
Federal Mediation n-nj Concilia- 
tion Service, and Richard Schu- 
bert. Mr. Brennan's deputy. 

Mr. Brennan, the former pres- 
ident of the New York Building 
and Construction Trades Coun- 
cil, was appointed secretary ol 
labor on Nov. 29. 1972.

Russia Reportedly Informs 
U.S. It May Void Trade Pact

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 (WP». 
—The Soviet Union reportedly 
has informed the United States 
that attempts to enforce the 
emigration conditions in the 
trade reform bill signed by Pres- 
ident Ford on Friday will nul- 
lify the UB.-Soviet trade agree- 
ment of 1972. 

Tbe 1972 agreement is the basic 
accord between Moscow and 
Washington that laid tbe foun- 
dation for normalizing trade be- 
tween the two nations. It au- 
thorized American credits and. 
' settling' 'Of the Soviet World- 
War n end-lease debt. The 
1972 agreement was a major 
building block in UjS.-floviet 
detente. '• 

An authoritative Soviet source 
said on Friday that the United 
States was told on Dec. IS that, 
if the conditions for freer emi- 
gration of Soviet Jews were en- 
acted into law and enforced, the 
Kremlin would consider the 1972 
accord Invalid and each portion 
of It would be up for re-examina- 
tion. 

That version of tbe Soviet posi- 
tion goes far beyond anything 
that was said publicly by either 
country at the time. A State 
Department official denied on 
Friday that so stem a mes- 
sage was delivered by Soviet Am- 
bassador Anatoly Dobrynin when 
he called on Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger on Dec. 18, or 
subsequently. 

Not 'Null and Void’ 

The Soviet Union has not de- 
scribed the 1972 agreement as 
"null and void.” the XJS. official 
said. He said the Russians have 
told bbe United States that they 
have questions about tbe 1972 
accord and they want to discuss 
tbe matter. 

Mr. Ford, in signing tbe legisla- 
tion. alluded to the controversy 
over granting tbe Soviet Union 
nondiscriminatory tariff treat- 
ment or most-favored-nation 
benefits, which is tied to freer 
emigration from the Soviet Union 
and other Communist nations, 
by saying that many of the new 
provisions "may well prove dif- 
ficult to implement” 

On Dec. 18, when the legisla- 
tion was still in a Senate-House 
conference, the Soviet Union 
Issued an unusual statement 
denying that it had given any 
pledge to ease emigration in re- 
turn for American trade or credit 
concessions. 

At that time, Sen. Henry Jack- 
son, D-Wasb„ and other sup- 
porters of tbe emigration-trade 
link dismissed the Soviet declara- 
tions as "face -saving” to protect 
tbe official Soviet position. 

Sen. Jackson and his colleagues 
expressed belief that the Soviet 
Union would comply with indirect 
“assurances” to remove emigra- 


tion curbs, as set out in an ex- 
change of letters between Sen. 
Jackson and Mr. Kissinger that 
was made public at the White 
House on Oct. 18. 

Under the legislation, failure to 
comply with the terms would 
cut off American trade and cred- 
it benefits to the Soviet Union. 

Among other thing s, Mr. Kis- 
singer said in an interview with 
Business Week magazine, made 
public Thursday, that in their 
declarations of Dec. 18. "I think 
the Soviets wanted to make dear 
ahead of time what-their attitude 
was, so later they could not be 
accused of having double-crossed 
us." 

Mr. Kissinger was referring in 
part to a letter sent to him by 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko, dated Oct. 28. 1974, 
also made public Dec. 18, In 
which Mr. Gromyko said the 
present trend of emigration from 
the Soviet Union is downward, 
not upward. 

Double the Emigration 

Sen. Jackson has said that the 
new leg i slation should almost 
double the annual number of 
Jewish emigrants over the 1973 
level, to at least 60,000 a year. 

In the Business Week inter- 
view, Mr. Kissinger said he be- 
lieved the Soviet Union was par- 
ticularly disappointed with the 
limitation of $300 million placed 
by Congress on Export-Import 
Bank credits for the Soviet Union 
in another piece of legislation 
passed last month. 

Mr. Kis in ger, who has repeat- 
edly criticized the credit limita- 
tion as depriving the President 
of critical foreign-policy flexi- 
bility, said: "If these trends con- 
tinue in the United States, you 
can expect a general hardening 
of the. Soviet petition across the 
board over a period of time.” 

Soviet sources acknowledged 
that tbe prime substantive trade 
issue is the UJ3. credits, rather 
than most-favor ed-nation bene-

“It Is essential in tins republic 
that we meet- our security re- 
quirements and at the same time 
avoid impairing bur democratic 
institutions and fundamental 
freedoms,” Mr. -Ford said in his 

statement. “Intelligence activities 
must be conducted consistently 
with both objectives.

Cuban Exiles 
Said to Help 
CIA in U.S. 

Efforts Reportedly 

Covered 10-Year Span

MIAMI, Jan. 5 CNYT).— Cuban 
exiles, paid and directed by agents 
of CIA, en gag e d firing a 10- 
year period in a series of activities 
that, while related to foreign af- 
fairs, Clearly had a domestic 
character, according to Cuban 
participants In these actions. 

m Miami and elsewhere in the 
United States, a large group of 
exiles paid by the CIA were said 
to haye watched over and com- 
piled secret files on other Cubans 
and on Americans who associated 
with persons Under sur.— nance. 

. Other refugees, while being paid 
by CIA agents, picketed foreign 
consulates in New York and 
Miami and waged a boycott of 
products manufactured by coun- 
tries that trade with the govern- 
ment of Premier Fidel Castro, the 
Cuban; informants said. These 
activities reportedly took place be- 
tween 1960 and 1970. 

FBI Consent 

- Such operations were said -to. 
have been carried but' with the 
knowledge and consent of the 
FBI u n d er an interagency agree- 
ment worked out . after the Bay 
of Pigs invasion in ;*>61. They 
were conducted in an effort to 
deal with a special circtnnst&r~e 
and apparently were unrelated to 
the kind of domestic CIA opera- 
tions ag a in st dissidents that have 
recently come to light. - 
A spokesman for the FBI said 
that the agency would have no 
comment on the. allegations. 

The informants said that by 
1972 CIA operatives severed their 
last collections with the Cubans, 
disillusioned by their protbgbs, 
some Of whom they suspected of 
being engaged fa inter national 
drug trafficking. 

In the late 19601s. at the height 
of operations reportedly support- 
ed by thr agency in south Flor- 
ida and several American .cities 
—among them New York, San 
Joan and Los Angeles— about 150 
informants were said to have 
been an the payroll of a special 
Cuban “counterintelligence" of- 
fice here. 

Switched Bases 
The o ffi ce, originally in Miami , 
Changed Its headquarters several 
times and was based in Coral 
Gables, Fort Lauderdale and 
Pompano Beach.

Pentagon Submits $95-BiIIion Budget

WASHINGTON. Jan. 5 iNYT). 
-—The Ford administration has 
approved a $95-bfflion defense 
budget for the coming fiscal year, 
an $ll-bfnion increase over mili- 
tary spending in the current 
budget. Pentagon officials have 
said. 

The argument to be offered by 
the administration when the new 
budget is presented to Congress 
later this month is that the 
13-per-cent increase in defense 
spending is required by inflation 
and is necessary to maintain the 


basic defenses of the United 
States. 

Whether that view will be ac- 
cepted by' the new Democratic 
majorities in Congress, particu- 
larly fa the House, Is a subject 
of concern within the Pentagon 
as it prepares for the a±irma.i 
defense battle on Capitol Hill 
■ From the Pentagon's perspec- 
tive, the proposed budget, despite 
the unusually large increase, still 
is too small to offset, completely 
an inflationary erosion that offi- 
cials say is beginning to cut into 
the readiness and modernization 
of the armed farces. ~ 


Whooping Cranes Win Back Isle From (JSAF 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 5 »NYT>. 
— The nearly extinct whooping 
crane has prevailed over the jets 
and practice bomba of the Air 
Force on a tiny island off the 
Gulf Coast of Texas. 

After years of controversy, the 
Air Force has decided to abandon 
Its bombing range on Matagorda 
Island near Corpus Christ!. Start- 
ing next summer, th- wh- ping 
crane can look forward to ex- 
clusive. peaceful use of the island, 
without B-52s dropping dud prac- 
tice bombs or helicopter gonships 
rattling in on larger runs. 

For centuries, the whoopl-’^ 

crane even' fan has flown down 

from Canada to winter on Mata- 
gorda Island and on the mainland 


across San Antonio Bay in what 
is now known as Aransas Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge. But in 
1942, the Army Air Corps deci H -’ii 
the island would make a good 
bombing range. 

As the whooping cranes 
dwindled in number, bird lovers 
and conservationists protested the 
military's aerial Intro* - m Into the 
winter habitat of one of the 
oldest and la-Uest species of Amer- 
ican birds. But the needs of war 
always seemed to interfere with 
any pians to relinquish tl:- island 
to the cranes. Most of the bomber 
crews that dropped bombs on 
Vietnam, for example, trained 
first over Matagorda. 

It was never clearly proven that 


the Air Force bombing was con- 
tributing to the growing extinc- 
tion of the whooping crane. Tbe 
Air Force always pointed out that 
it was dropping practice bombs 
that did not explode and that the 
target area was a 10,000 square- 
yard patch five miles away on 
the Island from the nearest point 
that a whooping crane had ever 
been spotted. 

But when only 46 cranes reap- 
peared in Texas In the fall of 
1973 — nine less than the previous 
year— an Interior Department 
study raid it was “reasonable to 
aiaume" that the practice bomb- 
ing and high-speed, low-level 
flights had contributed to the 
dwindling numbers of the birds. 


By the latest department 
count. 49 whooping erases are 
wintering at the Aransas refuge 
and on Matagorda Island this 
year. So far as department 
ornithologists are concerned, that 
is not a significant enough in- 
crease to prove or disprove the 
theory about Air Force interfer- 
ence.

(Continued from Pape 1) 
to permit a $3-bIHion addition. 
The $92-billion projection was 
based on an Inflationary rate of 
about 6 per cent.

Deeper Cuts Expected 

In this year’s budget. Congress 
cut about $2 billion from the 
$86 billion originally requested. 
Congress is expected to attempt 
to cut even deeper this year. 

To the Pentagon, any congres- 
sional attempt to Impose more 
than the symbolic annual cut in 
the defense budget win raise basic 
questions about whether the Unit- 
ed States is to maintain what 
Mr. SchJeslnger calls "military 
equilibrium" with the Soviet 
Union or see its defenses eroded 
by a co mbina tion of inflation and 
congressional reductions. It is 
possible, therefore, that Inflation 
may have driven the budget up 
to a size where it will provoke 
a re-examination within Congress 
of how much defense the nation 
needs and how much it can 
afford. 

In such a debate, one of the 
arguments to be used by Mr. 
Schlestnger Is that in terms of 
“constant dollars”— or dollars dis- 
counted for Inflation— the defense 
budget has levelled off in recent 
years and now stands below the 
level of a decade ago. But Con- 
gress is usually more concerned 
about budgets in “current dollars." 
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a pile of earth.- “My brother’s 
child, a year-old boy, is dead.

The Soviet source said on Fri- 
day that the Soviet Union now 
expects trade with the United 
States to continue only at about 
present levels. 

What the Soviet source describ- 
ed as unilateral American abroga- 
tion of the 1972 U.S.-Soviet ac- 
cord os a result of the new 
American trade bill primarily 
affects the terms agreed upon 
in 1972 for settling the balance 
of the Soviet Union's lend-lease 
debt In return for obtaining 
most-favored-nation trade treat- 
ment from the United States. 

Under the 1972 accord, the 
Soviet Union agreed to pay $723 
million, in addition to $199 mil- 
lion previously paid, to settle the 
World War H debt. 

Payment Schedule 

The agreement required the 
Soviet Union to pay SI2 million 
in 1972; $24 million in 1973, and 
$12 million more on July 1. 1975. 
with the balance of the payments 
to follow the granting of the 
most-favored-nation benefits. It 
was an “unconditional" arrange- 
ment, Soviet sources insist, to 
which the United States now is 
attempting to add the new con- 
dition of freer Soviet emigration 
— “interference in Soviet internal 
affairs," as the Russians indig- 
nantly describe it. 

Freer emigration could have 
been secured if the matter had 
been handled "less noisily” by 
the UJS- Congress, Soviet sources 
said.

roads, gazing at the villagers 
from the mountains who drift, 
exhausted, into Patau carrying 
the wounded and dying toward 
Pakistani Arm; field hospitals. 

“We still get tremors and peo- 
ple are frightened; they're sleep- 
ing outside even in this cold." 
said Brig. Gen. Aftab Ahmed 
Khan, the director general of 
frontier works and the military 
commander here. “Food will be 
a problem, but the first priority 
is tents. We need 10,000; we 
estimate that 30,000 persons are 
homeless. So far, we only have 
500 tents." 

Nearby, CoL Mohammad Zaf- 
farullah, the chief surgeon, stood 
outside a row of dusty tents 
where a dozen doctors were per- 
forming surgical operations and 
treating villagers. “Fresh cases 
keep coming in— fractures, burns, 
head injuries, some of them very 
serious." he said. “We thought 
the people would be panicky, but 
they're not. They’re very calm, 
very stole, very bold and tough." 

Women Unseen 

The villagers are mostly 
Pathans. traditional and tribal 
men who speak Kohlstani, a 
mixture of Urdu, Persian and 
Pushtu. Women are virtually 
unseen and are in purdah, cover- 
ed in veils from head to foot. 
Pakistani Army doctors have 
found it difficult to treat the 
women. A farmer angrily told 
a doctor that he would rather 
see his critically injured wife 
die than undergo emergency 
treatment by a man. In the 
last few days the army has 
brought in a woman doctor and 
a half-dozen nurses. 

The only way into the earth- 
quake area now is by helicopter. 
Because of gusty winds, however, 
only one or two Helicopters a 
day. carrying tents, food and 
medical supplies, manage to leave 
the base camp at Besham, 45 
miles to the south, for the val- 
ley, which is divided by the Indus 
River. Dozens of villages are 
beyond reach, without roads or 
landing areas. 

A major relief effort has began 
but is barely evident in Pa tan. 
Saudi Arabia has pledged $10 
million to assist earthquake vic- 
tims, and the United Nations, 
Britain and other countries have 
promised blankets, food and 
medicines. But the supplies are 
now piling up in Besham because 
of the hazardous winds. The Pak- 
istanis now plan to use C-130 
cargo planes to drop supplies into 
the valley. 

No Access to 30,600 

“The weather is not on ©in- 
side and we know that people 
are dying of cold and of injuries, 
but It’s Impossible to reach them,” 
Gen. Khan said. “There are 
30,000 persons on the left bank 
of the river and we have no ac- 
cess at aQ to them. We just 
can’t get in there.” 

One of the remotest parts of 
Pakistan, the Swat as well as 
the adjoining Hazara districts 
have only been opened up in 
recent years, largely because of 
the construction of the Karako- 
ram highway, stretching 540 miles 
from Rawalpindi to the Chinese 
border. 

Between 3,000 and 4,000 Pak- 
istanis, as well as some Chinese 
road workers, are now struggling 
to remove the boulders and re- 
open the blocked highway from 
Besham to Pa tan. The reopen- 
ing of the highway, scheduled in 
two weeks, as well as efforts to 
unclog an adjoining road to near- 
by Kamila and Dnbalr, will ease 
relief operations.

PORT ELIZABETH, South 
Africa, Jan. 5 (WF). — Prime Min- 
ister John Vorster and British 
Foreign Secretary James Calla- 
ghan met here yesterday for a 
three-hour discussion on policy 
in southern Africa. 

The talk centered mainly on 
getting a settlement of the nine- 
year-old Rhodesian constitutional 
crisis, which began when the 
white minority government of 
that country declared indepen- 
dence from Britain. 

The' discussion was frank to 
the point of almost becoming 
acrimonious, sources said. 

This was borne out by Mr. Cal- 
laghan, who told newsmen at a 
news conference later: “I very 
frankly kept nothing back, nor 
did Mr. Vorster. We spoke as 
openly as it is possible to do.” 

Mr. Callaghan is an outspoken 
opponent of white minority rule 
in South Africa and Rhodesia. 

Support for Rhodesia 

According to sources, Mr. Cal- 
laghan spoke bluntly on the fact 
that South Africa, which has 
given Rhodesia economic and 
military support during the last 
nine years, has been primarily 
responsible for keeping the rebel 
colony viable in spite of United 
Nations-imposed trade sanctions 
and the border war waged by 
black Rhodesian nationalist guer- 
rillas. 

Mr. Vorster defended what he 
sees as his right to give support 
to a friendly, nation. He also 
criticized Mr. Callaghan’s meet- 
ing earlier in the week In Zambia 
with exiled leaders of the South- 
West African Peoples Organiza- 
tion (SWAPO). which represents 
black nationalist aspirations in 
Namibia (South-West Africa!. 

Namibia Is a trust territory 
controlled by South Africa in 
spite of repeated UN demands to 
vacate the territory. 

The South African government 
regards Mr. Callaghan’s meeting 
with SWAPO leaders, in which be 
expressed sympathy with their 
cause, as improper and undiplo- 
matic, government sources say. 

Vorster-Kannda Talks 

The discussions followed recent 
moves toward a detente in south- 
ern Africa, in which Mr. Vorster 
and Zambia’s President, Kenneth 
Kaunda, formerly bitter oppo- 
nents, bave cooperated in the 
search for peace. South Africa's 
Ambassador to the UN. Roelof 
Botha, pledged to the UN Secu- 
rity Council last year that his 
government was moving away 
from racial discrimination. Sub- 
sequent statements by South Afri- 
can ministers have echoed this 
intention. 

Mr. Vorster, in addition to ex- 
changing messages with Mr. 
Kaunda. has made a number of 
clandestine trips to west and cen- 
tral Africa to hold talks with 
some black leaders. 

He has also advised Rhodesia's

Ship Rams, Brings Down Part 
Of Tasman Bridge; 5 Killed 


HOBART, Tasmania, Jan. 5 
(AP>— At least five persons were 
tHUwri when a ship rammed the 
mile-long Tasman Bridge here 
today, bringing down a 240-foot 
span. 

The collapsed portion struck 
the 10,000-ton bulk-ore carrier 
Lake mawarra. The ship sank 
about 10 minu tes later In 80 feet 
of water. 

Four cars plunged into the river 
when the section collapsed, Ho- 
bart police said. Two other cars 
were left hanging by their back 
wheels on the bridge. The occu- 
pants of the four cars are miss- 
ing. 

The cars plunged about 120 feet 
from the four-lane bridge. The 
ship had a crew of 42 and, apart 
from the five known dead, two 
seamen were reported missing. 
Three crew members were in the 
hospital, one of them in serious 
condition. 

By midnight, searchers had 
rescued about 30 persons from 
the water, among whom were the 
ship’s master and engineer. 

Resene Hindered 

There was chaos at the scene 
of the accident. Although police 
bad set up roadblocks to keep 
away sightseers, many managed 
to get through, hindering rescue 
work. 

A man who was driving across 
the bridge when the ship struck 
said: 

“I had just passed a small car 
and had pulled into the left lane 
of the bridge when I heard a 
roar and a thump, and when I 
glanced in the rear-vision mirror, 
the car I had just passed had 
disappeared.” 

The bridge is the only way m 
and out the western section of 
Hobart, apart from a 30-mlle 
drive up one side of the Der- 
went River and back toward the 
city along the other.

Vatican Assures Jews on Proselytising 


ROME, Jan. 5 CNTT).— The 
Vatican has strongly denied any 
intent of proselytizing in the 
“fraternal talks” between Roman 
Catholics and Jews that a new 
church document advocates. 

“In a dialogue, either party ex- 
presses itself," a Vatican spokes- 
man, the Rev. Carlo Martini, said 
at a news conference Friday. But 
this isn’t proselytizing, imposing 
one’s own views on the other 
side." 

Father Martini, a Jesuit who is 
rector of the Pontifical Biblical 
Institute here, was one of three 
Vatican experts who commented 
oh the new document at the news 
conference. 

Second Vatican Council 

The new text offers "Guide- 
lines and suggestions" for imple- 
menting a declaration on relations 
between Catholics and Jews that 
was Issued at the end of the 
church’s Second Vatican Council, 
held from 1962 to 1965. 


The Vatican document calling 
for Increasing dialogue between 
Christians and Jews was official- 
ly released by the Vatican Friday. 
The text was available in the 
United States Thursday. 


The International Jewish Com- 
mittee on Inter-Religious Con- 
sultations. & group engaged in 
contacts with the Vatican, wel- 
comed the new guidelines in a 
statement but also voiced some 
criticisms. 

The Jewish statement, among 
other things, took exception to 
an affirmation In tile Vatican 
guidelines that Catholics should 
“witness” their faith in their 
dialogue with Jews.

Only in a few remote villages 
in New York and anywhere in 
the state of T ran one 
use a public telephone and talk 
as long as one wants for five 
cents. 

South Central Bell Telephone 
Co. managed to raise the price of 
pViftnp rjTIa to a rifanP in TjuilKigna 
for five years during the 1950s. 
Then in 1956 Ernest Clements, an 
old populist ally of the brothers 
Huey and Earl Long, was elected 
to tiie State Public Service Com- 
mission. His first action was a 
motion to go back to nickel phone 
calls it passed. One of the 
commissioners who voted with 
him was John McKeithen, who 
later became' governor. 

Populist Symbol 

The nickel telephone call has 
' became entrenched as a populist 
symbol In a state where populism 
still thrives alongside racism, 
poverty and enormous wealth. 
Not even the telep hon e company 
seems much interested in raising 
that particular rate any longer. 

Some say that the company 
simply makes up the difference 
in higher rates for residences, 
long-distance calls and other 
services. A spokesman for South 
Central Bell said it was true 
that “subsidies enter into the 
total rate base.” 

The spokesman also said that it 
would cost a few hundred 
thousand dollars to convert the 
pay booths to a highs- rate. He 
added that companies in other 
states that had changed to 
higher booth rates recently had 
lost about 40 per cent of their 
pay phone business. 

In. spite of that, the major 
telephone companies in 25 other 
states have pending before their 
state regulatory agencies pro- 
posals to raise booth calls from 
10 cents to 30 cents. Fay booths 
already cost 20 cents to North 
Carol? -a and 15 cents in the 
State of Washington. 

The New York Telephone Co. 
applied in November for a gen- 
eral rate increase that would in- 
clude raising the price of phone 
booth ra.bg from 10 cents to 20 
cents. A decision is not expected 
until late tills year. New York 
City calls are .still a dime “if you 
can find a phone booth that 
works,” as a disgruntled New 
Yorker put it. 

Louisiana has 19,253 pay tele- 
phones and they are reliable 
enough to produce almost $6 mil- 
lion a year for the company. A 
company spokesman said that 
T,rHifci»mnnfi make twice as many 
calls from pay phones as do the 


residents of states with higher 
rates. He said one reason may 
be that Louisiana's cities have 
large numbers of poor people who 
cannot afford phones In their 
homes. 

Long Life Foreseen 

The nickel call seems likely to 
survive a long time here. The 
Public Service Commission of 
t jiniricma. cannot do anything 
about the price of bets’, cigars 
or candy but it can control the 
price of telephone calls. 

Mr. Clement, who spoke at the 
unveiling of Huey Long's statue 
at the US. Capitol in 1941, calls 
himself “the daddy of the five- 


cent telephone call in Louisiana.'’ 
He has Just retired from the 
Public Sendee Commission at the 
age of 76 and has moved back to 
his home town of Oberlln In 
southwest Louisiana. 

' The convenience of it appealed 
to me.” he said as be recalled the 
commission's action to 1956. “A 
great many people who walk into 
a phone booth have a nickel but 
don’t have a dime.” 

Out-of-state visitors sometimes 
disagree about the convenience. 
Thousands of them each year put 
dimes into the coin boxes before 
they notice the sign saying, 
“deposit five cents.” 


Brando's Land Gift to Indians 
Said to Carry $318,000 Debt

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 5— Mar- 
lon Brando never paid a penny 
on tbe purchase price of the 40 
acres of land near Agoura, Calif., 
that he donated to the Indians 
last Monday, according to one 
of the holders of tbe $318,000 
trust deed on the property. 

Actually, the film actor gave 
the Indians a $318,000 debt which 
becomes due next Dec. 30, John 
Hamilton jr., who holds the 
mortgage with his brother and 
sister, said Prlday. 

Mr. Hamilton, a SO-year-old 
builder, said that he and his 
brother, James, 21, and sister, 
Janet Lee, 27. will be forced to 
foreclose on the mortgage .if the 
debt is not paid off within three 
months after it becomes due. 

“I think Mr. Brando is doing 
a terrific job to bring out the 
plight of the American Indians,” 
Mr. Hamilton said. “But I have 
talked the npktter over with my 
brother and sister and we are 
just not to a position to donate 
the land to the Indians If the 
mortgage is not paid off.” 

Mr. Brando has been “very 
prompt” to paying the 6-per-cent 
interest on the mortgage and the 
taxes on the property since be 
contracted to buy the acreage 
from the Hamiltons in 1966, the 
builder said. The interest has 
amounted to more than $191,000 
for the 10-year period which will 
end next Dec. 30, he added. 

‘A Terrific Job* 

But -bile tiie actor has each 
year prepaid the Interest, which 
Is deductible fiom federal and 
state income taxes, he never paid 
anything on the principal, Mr. 
Hamilt on said. 

The Survival of American 
Indians Association officially 
became owner of the 40 acres of 
ranch land— and the $318,000 
mortgage — when a quit-claim 
deed that Mr. Brando gave asso- 
ciation representatives was filed 
with the Los Angeles Recorder's 
office Friday afternoon. 

A spokesman for the Indian 
association in Tacoma, Wash., 
was quoted Friday by a Los 
Angeles television station as 
saying that the Indians were 
aware of the debt and they 
understood that it would be paid 


off, although they did not know 
by whom. 

Mr. Brando's attorney. Law- 
rence Kartiganer. said: “It’s ’safe 
to assume that the Indians will 
not be called upon to make the 
payment." 

Mr. Hamilton said that he had 
not known of Mr. Brando’s plan 
to give tbe property to the 
Indians until he turned on his 
television set last Monday and 
“saw some Indians beating 
drums” on a piece of property 
that looked familiar. - 

Then Mr. Brando, accompanied 
by Sen. John Tunney, D-Califi, 
stepped forward and handed the 
quit-claim deed to Semu Huanto 
< Brave. Wise Like Owli, the 
medicine man of the Redwing 
tribe. 

Mr. Brando has announced that 
he will turn over to the Indians 
other property, Including an 
apartment house valued at nearly 
$490,000. It could not be deter- 
mined immediately if this prop- 
erty is also mortgaged.

NEW YORK, Jan. 5 (NYTt. — 
Close studies of Images sent by 
an earth satellite passing over 
remote regions of Africa. Asia and 
South America have enabled 
Bolivia to shorten a projected 
pipeline by 10 miles with an es- 
timated saving of S3 million. In 
Africa they have disclosed areas 
infested by “river blindness” and 
others that contain land forma- 
tions that resemble diamond- 
bearing terrain. 

The potential of such observa- 
tions has led to agreements under 
which the United States will help 
Afghanistan and Kenya to in- 
ventory their resources and ob- 
tain previously unavailable census 
data. A similar arrangement with 
Bolivia has been reached in prin- 
ciple. 

Yet. with the new federal bud- 
get in the final stages of prepara- 
tion, the long-term future of tbe 
program is to doubt. At issue is 
the funding of a third satellite 
in the series, known as ERT5. 
for ‘ Earth Resources Technology 
Satellites. 

2d Due This Month 

On ERTS-I, launched in 1972. 
the tape recorder that stored 
images, before they were trans- 
mitted to American stations, is 
dead. The second ERTS satellite 
is to be launched from California 
on Jan. 19. The third could be 
launched as early as 1978, ac- 
cording to the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administra- 
tion. 

Tlie cost of the first two satel- 
lites was about $200 million. 

ERTS supporters argue that in- 
stitutions which are tempted to 
initiate long-term projects based 
on ERTS data are reluctant to do 
so until assured of the program’s 
future. Many proposals call for 
monitoring changes in urbaniza- 
tion. agricultural land use. disease 
infestations and the like. 

For a variety of reasons, how- 
ever. there appear to be doubts 
regarding early funding of a third 
satellite within the Office of 
Management and Budget 

One factor is reportedly the ex- 
istence of far more detailed in- 
formation from the highly so- 
phisticated— and costly— satellites 
launched from the Pacific missile 
center in secret, for intelligence 
purposes. 

Newer System 

Another argument is that a 
more effective system than ERTS 
will eventually become feasible. 

In reply, census specialists, 
geologists and anthropologists 
suggest that the lack of detail In 
ERTS Images is not a serious 
impediment, that to some cases 
ERTS pictures disclose broad 
features that would be camou- 
flaged by greats detail. 

Furthermore, although the 
images are recorded 600 miles 
aloft, one can. for example, make 
out Los Angeles freeways and 
« irport runways. The images 
are recorded In four critical wave- 
length bands and can be printed 
out in color, disclosing subtle 
characteristics of the 
surface. 

They can also be greatly en- 
larged by computer and thus dis- 


close not only African village 
sites, but also the tribal associa- 
tion of their inhabitants. 

Dr. Priscille Reining, after 
analyzing ERTS images for tbe 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, said that 
they show African- areas infested 
by the disease known as river 
blindness i onchocerciasis i. She 
said that in such areas farmland 
has reverted to jungle. The para- 
sites that attack tbe eye are car- 
ried by flies. 

Census Uses 

ERTS images of Upper Volta 
indicate that half the arable land 

there has been abandoned. Dr. 
Irene Tinker, also of the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, said recently 
that to conduct an accurate 
census to such regions would in- 
volve “tremendous expense.” On 
the other hand, by tallying vil- 
lages whose typical populations 
are known, a census can be ob- 
tained from ERTS images. 

Dr. Robert Durland of the 
Bureau of the Census has been 
exploring the applicability of 
ERTS images to census-taking. 
He has said that such images 
made it possible to reroute a 300- 
mile Bolivian pipeline originally 
planned to follow a railroad cut- 
ting. 

In part because of the diffi- 
culty of travel in Afghanistan, 
there has apparently never been 
a census there. In other such 
countries, census figures are be- 
lieved to be off by as much as 
50 per cent. 


Boston to Reopen 
School Despite 
Risk oi Violence 


Hiring of Foreign Graduates 
Stirs U.S. Medical Circles 


BOSTON. Jan. 5 f AFl . — The 
r aciall y troubled South Boston 
high school complex will reopen 
Wednesday despite threats of 
more violence. Boston’s school 
superintendent, William Leary, 
said yesterday. 

Mr. Leary said tbe process of 
education must go on despite 
police reports that more trouble 
is likely. The four-buDding com- 
plex, to predominantly Irisli- 
American South Boston, has been 
closed since Dec. 11. 

Other Boston schools have been 
hit by sporadic violence since 
September, when court-ordered 
busing began as part of a city- 
wide desegregation plan. But most 
of the trouble has centered to 
South Boston. 

Mr. Leary said he was waiting 
until Wednesday to reopen the 
South Boston complex to give 
police time to prepare safety mea- 
sures. 

His announcement followed a 
meeting with Boston Mayor Kevin. 
White and others. Mayor White 
asked school officials to close 
South Boston High for the rest 
earth's * of the year and transfer its stu- 
dents to another area. But Mr. 
Leary rejected the mayor’s pro- 
posal. He said the risk of trouble 
would be just as great at any 
other site.

Except for those that serve in- 
ternational routes and could not 
tap price-contrODed domestic pe- 
troleum products, tiie nation's 
airlines recorded some of their 
highest profits to history last 
year. But inflation, recession and 
the growing resistance to higher 
fares have many airline leaders 
worried about 1975. 

Harding Lawrence, chief execu- 
tive of Bratoff Airways, said in 
an interview that he was “cau- 
tiously optimistic” about the new 
year. But William Beebe, chair- 
man of the highly profitable 
Delta Air Lines, raid: “I think 
the airlines are going to take 
some severe buffeting.” 


Edward Carlson, chief execu- 
tive of united Air lines, has pre- 
dicted no growth for the indus- 
try this year. 

One severe problem hounding 
both domestic and international 
airlines is excess capacity. Sev- 
eral major domestic lines are 
scheduled to accept still more 
jumbo jets to 1975 and the out- 
look for filling them appears dim. 
Some orders for the new jets are 
likely to be canceled. 

Surplus seating capacity is 
even greater on the depressed 
routes between the United States 
and Europe. Pan American World 
Airways narrowly pulled out of a 
serious cash crisis in the fall but 
1975 may present still more crises. 
A Wall Street analyst projected 
recently that Pan Am would lose 
S 128.3 minion this year after an 
estimated 1974 loss of $65 minion. 

Merger Talks 

Pan American is holding merger 
talks with TWA and Eastern Air 
Lines and is talking with Iran 
about a possible financial trans- 
fusion. But little appears to have 
been done about one of its funda- 
mental problems: transatlantic 
fare increases totaling more than 
40 per cent during *the last year. 

When the CAB approved a 4- 
per-cent increase in domestic 


fares effective Not. 15, the third 
major Increase within a year. 
Jack Yohe, tbe board's indepen- 
dent consumer spokesman, said: 
“Air fares have now attained a 
level where fewer and fewer peo- 
ple win be able to divert discre- 
tionary funds into air transport 
costs and will revert to other 
forms of common carriage.” The 
result, he said, could be to damp- 
en the growth that airlines “so 
desperately require to remain a 
viable farce in the economy ” 
Because of the CAB’s elimina- 
tion of family, youth and several 
other types of discount plans and 
the three across-the-board fare 
Increases, domestic airline ticket 
prices jumped 20 per cent in less 
than a year. Transatlantic ticket 
prices rose even more— an aver- 
age of more than 40 per cent 
in the last 13 months. 

During most of the 1960s, tbe 
airlines enjoyed seemingly bound- 
less prosperity as air travel ex- 
panded routinely by 15 to 20 per 
cent annually. The growth was 
largely rooted in the efficiency 
of new Jets, which allowed steady 
reductions to fares that in turn 
broadened the market. Now. 
doubts are growing about whether 
the airlines can have both growth 
based on low faxes and prosperity. 


said that last year only 38 per 
vent of the FMGs taking tbe 
Dasic licensure test — an examina- 
tion structured so That 95 per 
cent of American medical grad- 
uates, could pass it — scored the 
passing grade of 75.

In 
medical circles, we fear the day 
well wake up and find ourselves 
barely able to make ends meet.” 

Another Fear 

But there are others, particular- 
ly in the municipal hospitals and 
less affluent private hospitals, who 
express another sort of fear— 
what will happen if restrictive 
immigration laws or more subtle 
forms of what they term dis- 
crimination should stem the flow 
of FMGs, on whom they rely to 
staff their facilities. 

Throughout the East Coast and 
in most of the major urban areas 
of the United States. FMGs have 
become tbe major force in muni- 
cipal and the poorer voluntary 
hospitals. They work for less 
money. In many cases, such as 
In New York City, even in the 
largest municipal hospitals, for- 
eign doctors are employed on a 
per -session, basis for $13 an hour, 
compared with twice that figure 
or more to affluent facilities. 

In such states as New York, 
New Jersey. Pennsylvania. Del- 
aware and Rhode Island, foreign 
medical graduates comprise more 
than half of all hospital staff or 
resident physicians.

Ford Holding 
Talks With 
Intellectuals

WASHINGTON. Jan. 5 UHT». 
— President Ford has started a 
series of meetings with intel- 
lectuals from around the United 
States to gain their knowledge 
pn fl views on the various problems 
he faces. 

Although the President has ad- 
visers on many subjects, the in- 
tellectuals with whom he holds 
these informal dinner conversa- 
tions may provide him with a 
broader viewpoint than do many 
of his specialists in their daily 
work with him. 

Robert Goldwln, who has been 
hired to arrange the meetings 
for Mr. Ford, calls the concept 
the "presidential viewritot." Mr. 
Ford met Mr. Goldwto. a former 
dean at St. John’s College to An- 
napolis, Md., at a similar con- 
ference of intellectual and gov- 
ernment leaders set up by Mr. 
Goldwto to Chicago to 1961. Mr. 
Goldwto eays that this new 
venture is part of th? President s 
long-time practice *' trying to 
find interesting people who can 
enlarge his viewpoint. 

The first discussion session was 
held in December with historian 
Daniel Boorstin. Harvard profes- 
sor of government James Tilson. 
lawyer John Robson and Woodrow 
Wilson fellow Martin Diamond. 

Mr. Goldwto. who was an aide 
to Donald Rumsfeld when Mr. 
Rumsfeld was ambassador to 
NATO, said the next meeting will 
take place this month but that 
the main topics "and participants 
have not yet been determined by 
the President. Mr. Goldwto has 
suggested a broad discussion of 
welfare programs but the Presi- 
dent felt other problems were 
more pressing. 

As Mr. Goldwto explained. 
"Government has to have lots of 
experts thoroughly briefed on 
policy matters. What’s rare is 
people who have broader, longer- 
ranging views. As an example. " 
you enact certain tax lrr'slation. 
what would the social problems 
be?" 

During tiie first conversation, 
crime was the main topic but the 
country's skepticism toward lead- 
ership and politicians was also 
discussed. From all accounts, Mr. 
Ford kept up his end of the con- 
versation. 

The next day Mr. Goldwto gave 
a brief account of the session to 
the Domestic Council, some of 
whose members had been there, 
and some inquiries w-.-c started 
with the Department of Justice 
concerning what can be done 
about crime. 

Practicality is not stressed as 
the immediate result, however. 
"It would be harmful if we tried 
to make it directly practical with 
a clear agenda." Mr. Goldwto 
said. "The President already ha* 
those. What’s unusual about these 
meetings is the President's will- 
ingness to Invest his time without 
knowing what will ctras from it.” 

This type of intellectual enrich- 
ment will probably continue 
throughout the Ford administra- 
tion. or “as long a* it continues 
to be fruitful and inter esting,” 
according to Mr. Goldwto. 
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Illegal Domestic Spying’ 


A citizen reading recent newspaper stories 
accusing the Central intelligence Agency ol 
“illegal domestic spying” has got to feel more 
than a little confused. For so far almost no 
solid evidence has been produced to substan- 
tiate the widespread impression of a secret 
foreign-intelligence agency acting as a do- 
mestic police force, “Informed sources," 
leveling generalized accusations of miscon- 
duct, are apparently readily available. But 
open assertions attributed to identifiable 
sources are a distinct rarity in this affair. 
Perhaps we have missed a story or two. But 
up to now all but one of the reported cases 
involving an American citizen supposedly 
wrongly “targeted” by the CIA turn out to 
have had a foreign connection of more or 
less relevance to the agency’s rightful duties. 

Typically anonymous, an ex-CIA man who 
told a reporter he had spied on student 
radicals In New York went on to explain: 
"These kids were directly involved with for- 
eign stuff. We always worried about drugs 
from Communist China, KGB agents and 
foreign guns." The one exception Is Howard 
Hunt’s account, first offered In Senate tes- 
timony last year, that be spied on the Gold- 
water campaign in 1964. More direct evi- 
dence of Illegal domestic spying may yet be 
forthcoming In the several investigations of 
the CIA being contemplated in the Congress 
and the White House. Meanwhile, in the 
name of fairness, we offer certain cautions. 

While almost any CIA activity can be fitted 
under the heading of "spying,” and while 
CIA activities undertaken on American soil 
can be called “domestic spying,” it remains 
to be determined which of these activities 
has been conducted In “violation” of the , 
agency’s congressional charter or are 
"Illegal.” 


CIA through the NSC. In brief, the CIA 
was authorized to perform missions the 
Congress may neither have specified before- 
hand nor known about afterwards. This is 
how the CIA got into “dirty tricks," an 
activity not here at issue. This is how 
Congress lost the opportunity to conduct' 
effective CIA oversight This also explains 
how difficult it Is to know if a particular 
CIA act is in “violation” of the agency’s 
charter.

Part of the problem lies in the looseness 
of the charter, written in the cold-war fever 
of 1947. It said the CIA would have *^io 
police, subpoena, law-enforcement powers or 
Internal-security functions.” But in an order 
cutting across this domestic-police ban. the 
charter made the CIA director “responsible 
for protecting intelligence sources and 
methods from unauthorized disclosures" — 
a mission he could hardly perform without 
Invoking some police powers. Even more 
negligently, the charter, authorized the 
agency to “perform such other functions and 
duties related to Intelligence affecting the 
national security as the National Security 
Council may from time to time direct.” By 
this last grant of authority, the Congress in 
effect wrote the president a blank check to 
Issue additional and secret directives to the 


A second problem in assessing CIA opera- 
tions lies in the Inherent ambiguity of the 
operations themselves. A distinction between 
“foreign” and “domestic" cannot be easily 
or automatically drawn. Providing “cover” 
for overseas operators can involve first creat- 
ing a believable identity — a role for them to 
play, so to speak, as legitimate businessmen 
or political dissidents or whatever, here In 
this country. Establishing whether a for- 
eign government is influencing a domestic 
group, or maintaining contact with a foreign 
agent who comes to this country, may lead 
to infiltration or, In another framework; 
electronic or mail surveillance that may or 
may not be illegal depending on how it’s 
done. Performing the agency’s basic for- 
eign-intelligence function commonly involves 
interviews with Americans returning from 
abroad; their names— thousands of them — 
are on file at CIA headquarters. Since for- 
eign embassies are considered foreign ter- 
ritory, break-ins there may be legal in terms 
of the CIA’s charter, though Illegal In terms 
at American law. It is precisely the ten- 
sion between these two sets of terms which 
characterizes many of those alleged acts 
now being described In the press as “ques- 
tionable if not illegal.” 

A final problem in assessing the CIA arises 
from the unavoidably secret nature of Intel- 
ligence. If the United States is to fend for 
itself and defend Itself in a troubled world, 
then It must have an intelligence service and 
that service must be a secret one. Such a 
service Is Indeed prey to abases .of zealotry, 
venality and bureaucratic rivalry. The an- 
swers — both familiar, both Imperfect — are 
two. One is- careful executive oversight— we 
note In the current uproar no suggestion has 
yet been made that the CIA had slipped its 
White House leash. The other Is careful 
congressional oversight, which the CIA has 
never received. Any new oversight proce- 
dure, however, will have to reflect . a com- 
promise between the openness demanded by 
the American democratic tradition and' the 
secrecy required for the nation’s security.

The People’s Verdict 


On July 30, 1973, John Ehrilchman con- 
cluded his testimony before the Senate 
Watemate committee with the truculent- 
statement that he had intended to “raise a 
voice for the President, who is unrepresented 
here.” 

Richard Nixon was once again unrepre- 
sented during the two months of the Water- 
gate trial; but this time none of the defend- 
ants— not B-R. Haldeman, not John Mitchell, 
not Robert Mardlan, not Kenneth Par kin s o n, 
and least of all Mr. Ehrilchman himself — 
wanted to raise a voice for the fallen pres- 
ident. 

On the contrary, these once loyal servants 
wanted their former master to raise a voice 
In their behalf, presumably to show how 
much his guilt overshadowed their own. In- 
deed, Mr. Nikon’s nonappearance Is expected 
to figure prominently In the appeals of last 
week’s jury verdict that found four of the 
five defendants, all except Mr. Parkinson, 
guilty. 

In reality, Mr. Nixon's voice was heard all 
too clearly In Judge John Sirica’s federal 
district court. The White House tapes left 
little to the Imagination as the former pres- 
ident and his aides were heard considering 
the options in the cover-up and planning 
the strategies to obstruct Justice. Small 
wonder that Mr. Ehrilchman thought last 
week that “a bonfire [of the tapes] on the 
south lawn of the White House wouldn't 
have been a bad idea. . ■ ” 

Yes. MT. Nixon’s voice established his com- 
plicity. But the tapes also showed the 
lengths to which the former president’s 
Inner circle had gone to impose their will 
and to disregard the laws. They showed the 
contempt in which this secretive oligarchy 
held Congress, the courts and, of course, the 
American people. 

Entirely apart from the Impending appeals, 


the Jury's verdict does not close the book on 
the incredible Nixon years. The special 
prosecutor has yet to determine, for instance, 
who obliterated 18 Incriminating minutes of 
taped conversation between Messrs. Nixon 
and Haldeman. Still to be discovered, too. 
Is the person (or persons) responsible far the 
misleading transcripts that Mr. Nixon turned 
over to the House Judiciary Committee and 
the public. 

Loose ends remain concerning the actions 
of the “plumbers,” the Illegal use of the 
Central intelligence Agency and the Federal 
Bureau of investigation, the falsification of 
government documents, and, particularly, 
abuse of the Internal Revenue Service. Sus- 
picious gaps are to be filled In, relating to 
shady campaign financing Involving the 
dairy lobby and the International Telephone 
and Telegraph Co. as well as the financial 
relationship between Mr. Nixon and Charles 
G. Rebozo. 


Despite such unfinish ed business, last 
week's verdict cuts to the heart oi an evil 
that transcends Watergate. The case that 
went to the Jury told much of a corruption 
that had enveloped the control center of 
American government. The revelations were 
rendered more chilling when viewed against 
the Nlxon-Agnew administration’s cant 
about law and order and against the pletistlc 
front of the White House prayer breakfasts. 
And the fact that the former president was 
not tried along with his principal lieutenants 
does not diminish the trial’s significance in 
establishing bis complicity. 

Now, the nation asks not for vengeance or 
judicial- harshness. The need Is rather to 
complete a coherent documentation of that 
pattern of subversion that placed democratic 
rule In jeopardy. It was a narrow escape.

Ford saw the point but both men 
acknowledged they couldn't im- 
pose a decision cm the four states 
involved— Belgium, the Nether- 
lands, Denmark and Norway.

In exchange there appears to 
be French willingness not to . ask 
the European Community to apply 
import tjurw: (technically on the 
Common Market books) to civil- 
ian aircraft purchased abroad 
(primarily in the United States). 


The theoretical tax would be 
fixed according to the weight of 
planes. It ranges from 5 per 
cent through -5.5 per cent up to 
12 per cent. The philosophy be- 
hind the Idea (now refrigerated) 
is to counter an American tax 
of 5 per cent an aircraft bought 
overseas.

There had been speculation 'as 
to whether Fads and Washing- 
ton might try to share world 
markets.

NATO areas such as the Middle 
East. 

Under recent commercial deals 
France has sold many arms to 
Arab states. Moreover, under a 
new policy Paris feels free to 
make these available to all conn- 
tries. Previously It had followed 
an embargo imposed by Gen. de 
Gaulle on all participants In the 
Arab-Israeli war— Egypt, Jordan, 
Syria and Israel. 

This concept was violated when 
Libya bought French Mirages 
and, ignoring its accord with 
Paris, allowed them to be used 
by Egypt in the 1973 war with 
Israel. 

Now Israel itself Is officially 
eligible to purchase French mili- 
tary manufactures, but it has so 
far expressed little major interest. 
The Israelis, who know a lot 
about Mirages, regard the new 
F-l as “a lost generation” of 
planes. They have manufactured 
their own “Supermirage" largely 
on the basis of plans obtained 
by their Intelligence service 
through Switzerland.

New Philosophy 


The government of Giscard 
d'Estaing has developed a new 
philosophy on the Middle East- 
ern arms trade.

Given this fact and given the 
importance of the occasion, there 
will be a tendency to try to write 
the state of the Union address 
as a blockbuster. The comparison 


one hears at -the White House is 
the dramatic Sunday night speech 
to mid-August of ISfll to which 
Mr. Nixon announced his "new 
economic policy,” with a wage- 
. price' freeze, the Heating of toe 
dollar and other high-voltage 
measures. 

Mr. Ford will not echo those 
particular policies but there is a 
yearning oh Ms staff tor a simi- 
larly sensational effect. That 
approach is almost ' certain to 
prove wrong for this President, 
far it suits- neither the times nor 
the man. 

Everyone in ^America now un~ 
derstands what only a few people 
knew In 1971 — that our economic 
and energy problems will not be 
salved by quick-fix solutions, «wi 
that any policies worth adopting 
win have to be carried for months 
and years to have any hope of 
success. 

That , implies that they should 
be Introduced, nrtfwith a staccato 
blast of trumpets, but cm a well- ’ 
modulated note of logic and 
restraint that can be sustained 
over time. 

What Is needed, to Short, is a 
con tinuous , low-keyed discussion 
of government policies, led by 
the President through frequent 
talks, inviting responses from 
congressional leaders, and marked 
less by rhetoric . than by clear 
exposition of where we stand «nrf 
where we are headed.

Spain’s Army, Navy Ministers 
Hint at Unrest in Military

Sen. Jackson 
Assails V.S. 
Threat on Oil 

EVERETT, Wash., Jan. 5 CAP). 
—Sen. Henry Jackson, D-Wato. f 
has criticized Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger's refusal to rule 
out the use of US. military force 
against Middle East oil-producing 
nations. 

“It’s a delicate situation that 
calls for quiet diplomacy," Sen. 
Jackson, said Friday in an in- 
terview at his home here. ‘T 
don't think any great power 
should speak in threatening terms 
to the world publicly.” 

In an interview with Business 
Week maeazine made public 
Thursday, Mr. Kissinger declined 
to rule out the possibility that the 
United States would use military 
force against the oil producers 
“to prevent toe strangulation of 
the industrialized world." 

Mr. Kissinger said Friday he 
cannot foresee any possibility of 
a situation calling for the use of 
UJS. military forces to take over 
Middle East oil fields. However, 
he also said he stood by his state- 
ments in the magazine. 

Sen. Jackson, a likely candidate 
for the 1976 Democratic presi- 
dential no minatio n, said that in- 
stead of threatening to intervene, 
the United States should threaten 
to withdraw its naval forces from 
the area. He said the UJ3. mili- 
tary presence In the Middle East 
is important to some oil-rich 
Arab nations that are less strong 
militarily than other poorer Arab 
nations.

MADRID, Jan. 5 (WP).—

elaborate, his speech at a military 
ceremony here yesterday was an 
unprecedented revelation of 
unrest In the armed forces.

nr niaft for his liberal pniictes^ the 
purge of Lt. Gen. Manuel Diez 
Alegria for advocating democratic 
reforms and the recently decreed 
law allowing the formation of 
limit ed political parties. 

Above Politics 

Gen. Coloma declared that it 
was dishonest to be in th e arm- 
ed forces, which he said should 
be above politics, while “promot- 
ing and encouraging" particular 
political “attitudes." An officer 
feeling that he should be politi- 
cally engaged, be said, must be 
“honest with himself, with the 
army and with Spain, and quit 
our ranks." 

His views were seconded by 
Adm. Gabriel Pita da Velga, toe 
navy minister, who said that 
members of the armed forces 
should not “show" preference for 
“any political option." 

Analysts said that the two min- 
isters, no doubt thinking of the 
military coup which deposed the 
rightist dictatorship in Portugal 
last April, were obviously refer- 
ring to secretive junior-officer 
“juntas’* In the Spanish forces. 
They are said to meet to analyze 
national and international events 
and their influence reportedly is 
spreading. The two ministers 
were thought to be fearful of the 
juntas’ potential relationship with 
ambitious senior officers, includ- 
ing those on retired status.

Censorship Ended 
Of Leading Daily 
By Brazil Regime 

BRASILIA, Jon. 5 (NYT).— 
Brazil yesterday lifted the censor- 
ship of the country's leading daily 
newspaper. O Estado de Sao 
Paulo, which is celebrating its 
100th anniversary. 

The government’s action, ac- 
cording to official sources, was 
not merely a birthday present but 
an experimental step In the 
gradual liberalization of the au- 
thoritarian military regime. 

The o w ners and publisher of 
the newspaper have steadfastly 
refused to exercise self-censor- 
ship. 

Almost all other Brazilian news- 
papers have obeyed orders from 
the censors not to print news con- 
sidered offensive, such as reports 
of student protests, strikes and 
the treatment of political pris- 
oners. O Estado de Sao Paulo, 
which Ignored the orders, has had 
government censors ir its com- 
posing room since August, 1972, 
cutting anything they disliked. 

President Ernesto GelseJ sent 
his chief press spokesman, Hum- 
berto Barreto, to a special mass 
here yesterday celebrating toe 
centennial. A gathering of gov- 
ernment ministers, the diplomatic 
corps, church officials and the 
press also attended toe mass, in 
which the newspaper was praised 
for its struggle for social justice, 
economic progress and freedom. 

The principal celebration was 
held m Sao Paulo, where several 
thousand persons attended the 
mass in the newspaper’s new 
building, which Is still under 
construct io n. 

Belfast Doctors

Schmidt Bars Pressures in Any Mideast War

BONN. Jan. 5. — Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt says West Ger- 
many will not bow to outside 
pressure to take sides to the 
event of another Arab-Israell 
war. 

In an interview with the maga- 
zine Der Spiegel, Mr. Schmidt 
added that there had been no 
pressure from toe United states 
to permit tbe use of American 
bases in Germany far the trans- 
port of supplies to Israel in case 
war breaks out again. 

“We would not permit it 
[pressure] In any case,’’ be said. 

The Chancellor refused to 
speculate on what his g over n- 
meat’s position would be If such a 
situation arose, as lt did In 1973, 
when American arms were sent 
by way of Germany to Israel. 
The shipments resulted in a for- 
mal protest from Bonn. But a 
Foreign Ministry spokesman here 
recently termed incorrect reports 
from Israel that Bonn had agreed 
to permit such resupply efforts 
If Israel were attacked. 

Delicate Question 

The denial was made shortly 
after an Arab ambassador here 
expressed satisfaction with West 
Germany's attitude in this in- 
creasingly delicate question. Leb- 
anese Ambassador Kesrouan 
T «.ha.lci said he and other Arab 
ambassadors had been reassured 
bv toe Foreign Ministry's State 
Secretary. Karl Moersch, that 
toe German position if Israel 
launched a preventive strike 
against the Arabs would not 
differ from the opposition ex- 
pressed In the note delivered to 
the united States during the 
1073 war. 

In toe Interview. Mr. Schmidt 
did not go that far. Officially. 
Bonn has remained noncommittal 
on toe subject of a resupply 
effort through UJS. bases here. 

The West German cabinet is 
reported to be split on what the 
government’s attitude should be 
if hostilities break out again in 
the Middle East. 

There Is further disarray to 
European ranks over the propos- 
ed dialogue between the Com- 
mon Market and the Arabs. A 
first working meeting, scheduled 
for Nov. 36. was canceled, and 
now the nine community nations 
are divided on whether the Pal- 
estinians should be admitted to 
the conference. 

Observer Status 

France has agreed to an Arab 
suggestion that the Palestine 
Liberation Organization should 
have observer status at the Euro- 
pean - Arab dialogue. But the 
Germans, British, Dutch and 
Danes are opposed. 

The Germans insist that the 
proposed dialogue was set up as 
a meeting of two groups of 
states, which would leave out toe 
Palestinians. No final decision Is 
expected before a European 
Council of Ministers meeting 
later this month. 

The Germans are equally un- 
happy with suggestions that force 
could be used to break an Arab 
oil boycott. In another interview 
recently. Mr. Schmidt acknowl-

Oman Confident of Winning War Against Guerrillas Soon

- SALALAH. Oman, Jan. 5 (WP). 
—Here in toe southern province 
of Dhofar, a manhunt is being 
conducted along the wildly frag- 
mented plateau and mountain 
range that Is called the Jebel in 
Arabic. 

“It is a miserable piece of land 
to die for." one of the hunters, a 
British officer, said as he stood 
on a peak In toe Jebel. 

The quarry Is a dwindling group 
of leftist guerrillas who have 
vowed to overthrow the ruler .of 
Oman. Sultan Qaboos bin Said, 
and to spread Marxism through- 
out the sheikhdoms of the Persian 
Gulf. Once toe vanguard of a 
“people's war of liberation ” the 
guerrillas now hide In the caves 
that honeycomb this -region as 
the sultan’s helicopters whir over- 
head. 

Tons of (Ml 

The extensive foreign backing 
the sultan’s forces and the rebels 
are receiving Is a measure of the 
enormous stakes Involved In the 
contest for control of Oman, 
which exports 14 million tons of 
oil a year and controls the south- 
ern entrance to tbe Persian Gulf, 
whore 60 per cent of the non- 


Commuuist world's oil reserves 
he. 

Tbe struggle In Dhofar has 
ravaged toe primitive economy of 
the 30,000- square-mile province. 

Four years of intense fighting 
on the Jebel have driven many 
of Its semi-nomadic herdsmen 
and their families down onto the 
coastal plain around Salalah, 
where toe majority of Dhofar 's 
60,000 Inhabitants live. 

Two Years Later 

Only two years ago, the guer- 
rillas could drop an occasional 
mortar shell from one of toe 
Jebel’s ridges into Salalah. Now 
the ridges and the coastal plain 
have largely been secured. 

•There are still one or two 
gentlemen up there in the eastern 
Jebel who can pop down and 
plant a mine at night on the 
roads out of Salalah, but it ban 
only nuisance value,” a senior 
British officer said. 

Drawn to this distant war by 
Oman's strategic location or for 
personal gain, British officers, 
Iranian paratroopers. Jordanian 
engineers and Baluchi tribesmen 
fight for the Sultan. They are 
led to their prey by Dhofari 
tribesmen, who until recently 


were fighting alongside the guer- 
rillas. 

The Sultan's men hope that 
the operation they began this 
month Is the final act In the 
Dhofar war. which has inflamed 
the rim of the Arabian pe n i n sula 
for a decade and helped Install 
a Communist regime to neighbor- 
ing south Yemen. 

Aide in {Unseat 

"It is nearly over." Sultan 
Qaboos 's uncle and top Omani 
military aide. Deputy Defense 
Minister Sayyld Fahar sin 
Talmur, said in Muscat. 

Tbe guerrillas, apparently hop- 
ing that this Is only a passing 
phase, evidently plan to outlast 
the men. firepower and resources 
the Sultan is throwing into 
Dhofar to finish off the war 
this year. 

“They aren't standing and 
fighting like they did before," 
one of the Sultan'S senior Brit- 
ish officers complained. “The 
game for them now is self- 
preservation. So we have to go 
lo aad get them." 

The guerrillas, destroyed in the 
last year as a fighting force on 
the eastern part of the Jebel, 
are new being pushed by the 


Omani Army westward toward 
the frontier with South Yemen, 
which gives toe rebels arms, 
training and sanctuary. 

The response of the guerrillas, 
who began their revolt as a na- 
tionalist up rising against Sultan 
Qaboos's tyrannical father. Said 
bin TOimur, and moved leftward 
when Sultan Qaboos deposed him 
in 1970, has been to go deeper 
underground. The guerrillas are 
seeking to set up cells for sabo- 
tage missions against the central 
government to Muscat, mere than 
500 miles north.

Kenya, Jan. 5 
(Reuters).— The three major An- 
golan liberation movements today 
announced that they had formed 
a common political platform for 
Independence negotiations with 
Portugal starting Friday. 

After three days of discussions 
at President Jamo Kenya tta's 
state house here, the three move- 
- ment&— the Popular Movement 
for the Liberation of Angola, tbe 
National Front for the Liberation 
of Angola and the National 
Union for toe Total liberation 
of Angola — announced that they 
had achieved a united front. 

It was the first agreement be- 
tween the rebel factions in 14 
years of guerrilla warfare. 

In a declaration of principles, 
the three parties said they were 
determined to safeguard the ter- 
ritorial Integrity of Angola. In 
this context, they stated that 
Cabinda, the oil-rich enclave in 
northern Angola, was “an Inte- 
gral and inalienable” part of An- 
gola. 

The declaration also expressed 
concern over the “deterioration 
of the economic situation" in 
Angola and urged Portugal to 
take Immediate measures to safe- 
guard Angolan workers* interests 
and stimulate tbe counter’s devel- 
opment.

NEW YORK, Jan. 6 (NTT).— 
Economic commentators at the 
turn of the year have bod their 
fun proclaiming the onset of the 
fourth quarter of tbe 20th cen- 
tury and theorizing on what Its 
particular characteristics might 
be. But historians of the future 
might find it more convenient to 
date the new age not from 1975 
or even, for calendar purists, from 
1976, but from 1974 or tbe closing 
months of 1973. 

For this was when the 25- year 
era of almost unrelieved economic 
growth and prosperity In the 
Western industrial democracies 
reached its climax. Although tbe 
quarter-century 1946-73 had Its 
dips (1949 and 1954) and two 
-marked slowdowns (1956-58 and 
1969-71). Industrial output rose a 
hearty 5 per cent a year on the 
average. It was a generation of 
virtually fui] employment. 

But this bas all dissolved in 
world recession and the most in- 
tractable confluence of economic 
problems since the Depression of 
the 1930s. It is already clear Lbat 
the downswing that began at tbe 
end of 1973 will be the deepest 
and longest of tbe postwar era. 
No real upturn appears likely 
before 1976. 

Unique Combination 

But to concentrate on recession 
is to ignore the unique nature 
of the problem, which is the 
combination of recession and in- 
flation. two economic conditions 
once thought to be as incom- 
patible as negative and positive 
poles. A third condition super- 
imposed on tbe two others is the 
oil crisis, an amalgam of oppres- 
sive energy costs, huge trade 
deficits and vast shifts of wealth 
away from tbe industrial West. 

Even before the energy crisis, 
the major Western economies 


were headed for a slowdown by 
late 1973, a reaction following ex- 
pansionist government spending 
and monetary policies. The boom 
of 1972-73 was excessive. Heavy 
demand collided with price con- 
trols In many countries, includ- 
ing tbe United States. Short ages 
developed. Harvests failed. Com- 
modity prices soared. Wage and 
price controls collapsed. Infla- 
tion raged, transmitted like a 
disease from nation to nation. 

Governments slammed on the 
brakes In an effort to regain 
control, pushing up Interest rates, 
slowing the growth of money 
and credit and undermining pub- 


lic confidence. But, although de- 
mand began tailing off and un- 
employment rose. Inflation con- 
tinued to take its toll. It was 
at this moment or Incipient 
weakness— in October, 1973— chat 
the oil embargo struck, leaving 
burdensome cost increases and 
world financial dislocation in Us 
wake. Things got progressively 
worse last year. 

Economies Tested 
Thus, at the beginning of 1975, 
Western economies find them- 
selves put to a test that tbe 
Organization for Economic Co- 
operation and Development calls

tvtew YORK, Jan. 5 (NYT).— 1 The stock market made an impressive 
advance last week as bargain-hunting, especially In the depressed 
blue chips and glamour issues, buoyed the list. 

At the end of trading tbe Dow Jones industrial average stood 
at 634.46, up 32.30 points for the weed. The market was closed New 
Year's Day. Volume was fairly heavy throughout tbe week. 

The market turned in its strongest performance Thursday when 
the Dow climbed 15.80 points, its biggest daily gain since Nov. 5, 
when the average added 17 A2 points. 

The upswing on Thursday was attributed mostly to bargain hunt- 
ing and to expectations by Investors that President Ford would propose 
new methods In his State of the Union message at the end of this 
month to combat the widening recession. 

Prices also received added impetus Thursday from reports that 
President Ford's economic advisers had reached virtual unanimity 
on the need for a tax cut to fight tbe recession. 

Other bullish factors: year-end tax-selling pressures ended, and 
the expected gold rush did not materialize after gold bullion sales 
become legal last Tuesday for Americans for the first time In 41 years. 
There had been considerable concern that money to buy gold would 
be pulled out ol tbe stock market when gold sales became legal. 

In the credit markets, corporate bond prices leveled off at the 
end of the week from sharp earlier declines. Some dealers remained 
on the sidelines preparing for the heavy supply of offerings due 
this week. 


time of war.” In Its semiannual 
analysis and forecast last month, 
the international agency, which 
comprises 24 Western nations, 
said: 

“Total demand and output in 
the OECD area in the second 
half of 1975 are likely to be veiy 
little higher than two years ear- 
lier, entailing a larger margin c>f 
unused resources than has been 
seen in the postwar period, with 
unemployment rising throughout 
the period and Into 1976.” 

Of the seven major powers, the 
United States is seen to be In 
the worst overall position, with 
output expected to fan an addi- 
tional 3 per cent this year while 
prices rise 11 per cent more. 
Japan is better off, with a modest 
growth rate expected, but far 
worse off In terms of containing 
inflation. Britain and Italy are 
both tom by social tensions, 
stagnant in toms of growth and 
plagued by huge intemationcl 
debts. West Germany, France 
and Canada are more favorably 
situated but still have their prob- 
lems. 

The outlook Is admittedly bleak 
but the policy-makers are not 
quite yet paralyzed. And there 
are some Interesting develop- 
ments. Several crosscurrents 
might be noted. 

Inflation Subsides 

First, Inflation has subsided 
markedly, particularly in Indus- 
trial commodity prices and to 
a lesser degree in raw food prices. 
The deepening recession and fa- 
vorable farm weather this year 
could bring commodity prices 
down further. But what, unfor- 
tunately, Is not clear is the ex- 
tent to which consumer prices 
will fall. High costs cf labor, 
processing and distribution teen 
final prices high and wage de- 
mands are expected to intensify.

tended a worsening economic 
situation that threatens even 
tmrxhpr problems than these that 
have already appeared. 

The American public and many 
of its institutions have been seri- 
ously buffeted by & historic rate 
of inTintlnn r a contracted level 
of economic activity, rising Job- 
lessness. a lowered standard of 
living and unfilled obligations 
toward millions of the poor and 
less-advantaged with respect to 
food, housing, education, medi c al 
aid, urban blight and other 
worthy needs. 

As 3974 ended, the American 
economy was still gliding down- 
ward perilously, with unemploy- 
ment at 7.1 per cent, real eco- 
nomic growth at a negative rate 
of 5 per cent or more, inflation 
still galloping at a 12 -per-cent 
pace, the stock market hovering 
near a 12 -year low in the aver- 
ages after a net loss of almost 
28 per cent in the last year, 
the total tax-bite 12 per cent 
higher, on a per capita basis, 
t.h» m in 1973 and many businesses 
engaged in a vast belt-tightening 
progr am as cautious consumers 
sharply cut their buying of 
many goods. 

Real Depression 

Lee Iococea, president of the 
Ford Motor Co., recently char- 
acterized the auto industry's 
plight 85 a state of real depres- 
sion after a year in which sales 
of new cars had dropped about 
35 per cent and industry profits 
virtually disappeared. The same 
description might be applied to 
another bellwether industry, hous- 
ing, which experienced a decline 
of nearly 40 per cent in new 
construction and Is left with a 
heavy backlog of unsold homes. 
Some appliance lines, brokerage 
houses and other businesses were 
also backing the toughest time 
In years. 


But it was nob all bleak- The 
oil. rbaninti, mining, metals, 
equipment and food businesses 
were faring quite well. So were 
the money-center commercial 
banks, although the thrift insti- 
tutions remained under severe 


pressure from the combina tion 
of high interest rates and a 
reduced inflow of savings. But 
business spending for new plant 
and equipment stood as a strong 
prop under the economy during 
the year, with a rise of about 13 
per cent, even though inflation 
accounted far most of the gain. 

There were other pluses on. the 
economic scene in 1974. The 
hanking system weathered huge 
foreign -currency movements and 
other probl ems. Industrial com- 
modity prices, under reduced 
demand, began a decline in July 
that reached 20 per cent hy year- 
end, and America's export trade 
surged to new heights. Never- 
theless, the nation's overall inter- 
national payments red into deficit 
again because of the increased 
value of imports related to the 
quantum leap In the cast ot for- 
eign oil a nd other factors. 

Interest Rates Off 

Moreover, last year, key interest 
rates receded from their historic 
heights— by as much as 2 per- 
centage points in some cases. 

All of those positive develop- 
ments c on tain hope for the fu- 
ture, even though the weaknesses 
in the economy considerably offset 
its strengths. The economy was 
still pointed sharply downward 
when 1975 started — with the Ford 
administration, economists, busi- 
nessmen, financiers and the pub- 
lic baffled and uncertain about 
the future. 

The odds, however, seemed to 
favor the likelihood that the eco- 
nomic picture will brighten to- 
ward the end of 1975. That 
prognostication assumes that 
there will be some significant 
changes in national economic 
policy fairly soon to halt the 
recession, better coordination with 
other nations on mutual problems, 
no new war and some good hick, 
especially with respect to weather 
'conditions for this year’s farm 
crops. 


In total dollars, the American 
gross national product expanded 
about 8 per cent last year to ap- 
proximately $2.4 trillion, easily 
maintaining Its world-leading 
prsdHfm gnd continuing to equal 
the total output of goods and 
services by the 23 other major 
Western nations. It now stands 
about 40 per cent above the tril- 
lion -dollar level reached at the 
beginning of this decade. 

When last year's overall infla- 
tion <10 per cent on the broadest 
basis) is stripped from the GNP 
figure, however, it can be seen 
that the economy actually, had a 
decline la growth of about 2 per 
cent in 3974. 

Most economists expect the de- 
cline In real growth to continue 
well into 1975 as the recession 
deepens. Many foresee a resump- 
tion of real growth sometime dur- 
ing the final see months with the 
timing dependent on the amount 
of stimulation pumped into it by 
the expected executive and con- 
gressional actions to minimize 
the scope of the latest recession. 
But the net effect may well be 
no real growth for eJZ of 1975. 

If the overall rate of inflation 
Is eventually brought down to the 
9-per-cent level for the year, as 
many forecasters expect, the total 
economy in current dollars for 
this year may rise to about Si -53 
trillion — all of the S 130-billion in- 
crease tracing to a still-h ig h rate 
of price increases. 

Inflation Effects 

In the year ahead, the TLS. 
economy will be sustained prin- 
cipally by riring, although infla- 
tion-affected, spending by con- 
sumers and business for goods 
and services and by a probable 
increase of spending at all levels 
of government, even though tax 
levies may be cut to provide a 
stimulus for greater consumer 
spending. The federal deficit has 
been rising sharply— perhaps to 
$23 bUlian— in the current fiscal 


year and may reach $35 b illion 
next year. 

The expectation that govern- 
ment fiscal and monetary poSries 
will turn more expensive to push 
the ra»-*tnn out of r£ces&luii is the 
major reason that most analysts 
dismiss the possibility that the 
United States and the world are 
b onding toward s ISSO-style -de- 


in that earlier era. the major 
problem was rooted In deflation- 
ary policies, with governments 
sharply contracting the growth of 
pytnpy and credit. There were 
extreme liquidity problems, wide- 
spread bank failures, very low 
interest rates, huge unemploy- 
ment, a euphoriaus stock' market 
built on low-margin requirements 
and serious deflation in world 
commodity prices. 

None of those conditions exists 
today. But, more importantly, 
governments are quit* to tarn to 
expanricnaiy monetary and fiscal 
pfllf rigg to spur production and 
spending. Moreover, In this coun- 
try particularly, there are now so 
many built-in stabilizers, such as 
unemployment insurance, social 
security benefits, deposit protec- 
tion various other tools and 
an attitude that recurrence of the 
financial and Tmrrwm tragedies of 
the 1930s does not appear 
probable. 

To come out of this current 
without a winch h jghpr un- 
employment rate and damage to 
the financial and industrial heart 
of our system will require coura- 
geous sfcfiTf ni management of 
fiscal and monetary policies in 
Washington in coordination with 
the rest of the free world.

pec ted to turn more stimulative 
even at the risk of worsening 
inflation. Rising unemployment 
has already forced Germany and 
the Netherlands into tax mea- 
sures to stimulate their economies 
and the United States is expected 
to move in the same direction. 
There is growing recognition of 
the need to Increase the cash 
flow of corporations as well as 
of individuals. 

Third, in an effort to resolve 
the dilemma of resuming growth 
while slowing inflation, there 
seems to be some revival of in- 
terest In wage and price controls. 


particularly in countries outside 
the United States with centraliz- 
ed wage bargaining. But there 
is fresh talk by Democrats here, 
too. 

Finally, 2 nd most disappoint- 
ingly, almost nothing has been 
done to economire in the use 
of oQ, develop alternate energy 
sources or rationalize the finan- 
cial burdens. The energy crisis 
is now recognized as a funda- 
mental economic change of his- 
toric proportions. The fourth 
quarter of the 29th century might 
well be characterized by the .ac- 
commodation we make to this 
upheaval. 


•WASHINGTON. Jan. 5 (Ren- 
ters) .—The Atomic Energy Com- 
micyfrm has admitted that 
some of its unclear plants could 
not account for all the plutonium 
and highly enriched uranium they 
have produced. 

An announcement followed re- 
ports that the nuclear industry 
could not account for thousands 
of pounds of nuclear material 
which could be used to make 
crude nuclear bombs. Nuclear 
material not accounted for 
usually resulted from measure- 
ment inaccuracies, the commis- 
sion said. 

The cm-mitgrifin denied an al- 
legation in a report that there 
were two known instances where 
government employees were found 
to have smuggled out enough 
special nuclear materiel to make 
a nuclear weapon. “No such in- 
stances have occur red," the com- 
mission said.

Confessions of an Art Collector 
By John Walker. Atlantic/ Little, Brown. 320 PP- S124 &, ■> 
Reviewed by Eve Auchincloss 


J OHN WALKER tells us there 
are a number of reasons why 
people collect art: "the er 
ment of the chase... the pres- 
tige of ownership • . . the intrinsic 
joy of looking . at beautiful ob- 
jects ... the security of invest- 
ment ... the desire to add to 
tile cultural heritage of this 
country through the enrichment 
of our museum." “Our museum" 
is the National Gallery of Art, 
founded by Andrew Mellon and 
opened in 1MX. Walker, first its 
chief curator, then its director, 
played a crucial part in making 
it the stupendously endowed 
mugeumiit is. 

The joy of lodkins at beautiful 
objects is not *the first reason 
Walker cites tor collecting art, 
and tt does not seem to hare been 
what has sustained him through- 
out his career. The paintings he 
loves best and the contemporary 
painters he collects for himself 
suggest a taste only far charming 
decor. More than 'beautiful ob- 
jects, he rejoices in beautiful peo- 
ple, and his ability, as he says, 
to show enthusiasm and grati- 
tude, to be charming and flatter- 
ing even when bored. 1m enabled 
him to land safely a large number 
of princely gifts. 

He is himself the product of a 
family that made it fairly big in 
Pittsburgh industry. After his

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 5 (NYT). 
—The Pittsburgh Steelers are 4.1 
points better than the Minnesota 
Vikings in next week’s Super 
Bowl game, according to Bud 
Goode, the renowned sports com- 
puter analyst. 

In an interview here yesterday, 
Goode pointed to several char- 
acteristics which favor the Steel- 
ers In two out of three general 
areas: intercepted passes, number 
of rushes a game, and yards per 
pass attempt. 

After pouring over his data — 
compiled with the help of the 
Calcomp computer— for a week, 
Goode has a conception of how 
the game will go. “It should be 
played between the 20 yard 
lines,” he said. “But Pittsburgh 
WHl be on Minnesota’s 25 or 23 
or 21 more often than the 
Vikings will be down near the 
Steelers* goal. 

“So Pittsburgh’s Roy Gerela 
Is going to kick some field goals 
ttnri the Vikings will fall behind. 
Then Fran Tar teuton will have 
to go to the long pass, to the 
bomb, and he will be working 
against the No. 1 pass defense 
in the league. So he will be 
playing to the Steelers’ strength. 
What will that mean? Intercep- 
tions for Pittsburgh. That’s what 
it means.” 

The Steelers average 1.5 pass

Vikings. “If the Steelers can 
run the boll 44 times and pass it 
17 times,'’ Goode continued, “they 
will win the game. That should 
be their game plan,” 

Why 44 and 17? The average 
number of offensive plays in a 
game is 61 for each team. 

But the Steelers are not a 
cinch. There is one statistic of 
the three major ones strongly in 
Minnesota's favor. That is the 
average yards gained per pass 
attempt. The Vikings figure is 
6.6 yards, No. 1 in the league, 
which illustrates Tarkenton's suc- 
cess in throwing bombs to John 
Gilliam and Chuck ■ Foreman. 
Pittsburgh’s figure is 4.9. 

“However,” Goode said, "the 
Steelers have given up only 3.7 
yards per opponent pass attempt. 
And that's No. 1 in the league. 
So the question comes down to 
this— can the Minnesota bomb 
work against the No. 1 defense 
against the bomb? This aspect 
will be by far the most interest- 
ing part of the game.” 

Goode’s computer figures for 
the six playoff games in the Na- 
tional Football League the past 
three weeks picked the winner 
In every case. However, Goode 
himself took the privilege of going 
beyond the numbers far some 
interpretative analysis of his own 
and he went against the figures 
in two selections. He was wrong 
both times. 

He thought Miami would beat 
Oakland and Washington would 
defeat Los Angeles In the open- 
ing round of the playoffs. “That 
taught me a lesson,” he said. 
“Never go away Iron the num- 
bers. I should have known.” 
Winning Average 

He had the other two winners 
at the opening round!, Minnesota 
and Pittsburgh, and he was right 
on the next round, Pittsburgh 
over Oakland and Minnesota 
over Los Angeles. So his over- 
all record for the past three 
years In picking playoff winners 
stands 22 correct, five wrong. 

Goode compares the two teams 
for the game in New Orleans in 
14 different categories and he has 
a priority system for the cate- 
gories. The Steelers lead the 
Vikings in 10 of these categories, 
the most important being the 
high of 4.4 yards per rush and 
the low of 3.7 yards per opponent 
pass attempt. In every case 
Goode awards a team a number 
designation which correlates the 
14 categories. In the Steelers 1 
case the number b 9A with 5.4 
for Minnesota. Subtract one from 
the other and that is how he 
comes up with Pittsburgh's point 
margin of favoritism, 4.1, 

“Sure there is the human ele- 
ment in football,” Goode s a id. 
“But this game more than any 
other tuts a strong statistical 
framework. You never know 
how any given game will turn out. 
But I am convinced that a team, 
will play to its characteristics 
over a given number of games. 
That can be true in the play- ' 
offs. The Pittsburgh -Oakland 
game last Sunday was a perfect 
example. Each team played to 
its stren g th s and in thp end the 
Steelers’ strengths were more 
important as the numbers said. 
Their defense held, down the 
Oakland ground game, as the 
numbers told us, and so the 
Raiders had to pass. The Inter- 
ceptions Inevitably caught up 
with them and cost thpm the 
game.” 

Because of the nature of the 
Super Bowl, the ultimate game 
of the season, rival teams do play 
conservatively to their strengths 
and that is why Goode is con- 
vinced the Steelers will win.

NEW YORK, Jan. 5 (NYT). — 
Grand prix racing will get off 
to a staT-spangled start next 
Sunday in Argentina with four 
prominent united Slates banners 
on Formula One cars in the 
opening race of the eight-month 
season. 

Two of those cars will be 
driven by foreigners — Jean-Pierre 
Jarler of France «r>ri Tom Fryce 
of Wales— but the presence of 
all-American racers Mario An- 
dretti and Mark Donohue in the 
other two adds a red, white and 
blue tint to what has been a pre- 
dominantly un-American sport. 

Auto racing American -style, 
with its emphasis on the Indiana- 
polis 500 and other oval-course 
events, has drawn snickers from 
the rest of the world. Tills year 
will be different. For the fust 
time since Dan Gurney, an early 
transatlantic pioneer, retired to 
this co untr y, tber> will he a ma- 
jor American effort in what the 
rest of the world regards as the 
major league of auto racing. 

Only one American, Phil BUI 
in 1961, has won the world driv- 
ers’ Championship Only live— 
Hill, Gurney, Richie Ginther, 
Andretti and the late Peter Rev- 
son — have won a world cham- 
pionship race. And only one, 
Gurney in the 1967 Belgian Grand 
Prix. has won a world champion- 
ship race in an American car. 

Neither Andretti nor Donohue 
figures to win the world cham- 
pionship. But the two former 
Indianapolis 50o winners should 
prove that this country does pro- 
duce drivers capable of making 
right-handed turns. The Italian,, 
bora Andretti, who grew up 
wishing to be a grand prix driver, 
is making his first full-time 
entrance into Formula One. al- 
though he did spend much of 
1971 on the International circuit 
in between American races. 
Donohue, who grew up not want- 
ing to be a driver at all but got 
sidetracked from his engineering 
career, came out of an eight- 
month retirement when the op- 
portunity to race in Formula 
One arose. Both agree that this 
is the “ultimate” farm of racing. 

Andretti was given the Chance 
to race in Formula One by his 
chief in other types of racing, 
Parnelli Janes. Donohue’s bass. 
Roger Penske, agreed happily to 
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Mario Andretti Mark Donohue 

... in search of the hip prise. 


let his farmer ace drive his For- 
mula One car. Both cars — power- 
ed by the English-made Ford- 
Coewortb engines that have dom- 
inated grand prix racing for 
several years — made their debuts 
in the final two events of 1974. 
Andretti finished seventh with 
the Parnelli in the Canadian 
Grand Prix while Donohue was 
struggling to a 12tb-place finish 
in the Penske. 

The death of Peter Revson last 
year deprived the Universal Oil 
Products company, which paints 
big American flags on its cars, 
from having a tqp-Ilight Ameri- 
can driver. Don Nichols, the 
team's bead, was unwilling to 
take a chance on a young Ameri- 
can driver and wound up with 
a young Frenchman (Jarier) and 
an Inexperienced Welshman 
(Fryce) driving his Shadows. 

Chase After Fittipaldi 

If North Americans have not 
been doing well at grand prix, 
their neighbors to the south 
have. Emerson Fittipaldi, a 
Brazilian, won his second world 
championship in three years in 
1974 and must be rated the favor- 
ite to win again in his McLaren- 
Ford. 

His toughest opposition will be 
Ronnie Peterson, the Swede con- 
sidered the fastest driver In the 
world by many. He will be trying 
a new Lotus this season. Other 
formidable opposition includes 
Jody Scheckter, the brilliant 


25-year-old South African who 
finished third in the driver 
st and in g In his first full season 
w-iid who has the advantage of 
driving for Ken Tyrrell, the man- 
ager who guided Jackie Stewart 
to three world titles, and the 
powerful Ferrari team of Niki 
Lauda of Austria and Clay 
Regazzoni of Switzerland. 

Carlos Reutemano of Argen- 
tina, a three-race winner In 1974. 
and Carlos Face of Brazil make 
a formidable Brabham team and 
either could win the world title. 
James Hunt, driving for British 
millionair e Lord Heaketh, rates 
an outside chance. 

Even with a worldwide reces- 
sion and the loss of some spon- 
sors, there should be no trouble 
filling 25-car starting grids on 
lour continents. Wilson Fitti- 
paldi, Emerson's older brother, 
will be driving a new Brazilian 
car named the Fittipaldi. There 
is a good chance that by season's 
end. a Japanese car will be 
around. Matra, the French com- 
pany which announced only a 
month ago that it was out of 
racing, is quietly investigating 
the possibility of rejoining in For- 
mula One. 

But of all the newcomers this 
year, the two most prominent 
are from the land of the brave. 
And if Andretti or Donohue 
manage to win a race or two, 
American fans might begin to 
turn away from Indianapolis and 
toward Monte Carla 


Wimbledon Also the Site of Soccer Heroics 


LONDON, Jan. 5 (API.— So you thought 
Wimbledon just went in for tennis? 

In one of the most stunning upsets in Foot- 
ball Association Cup history, Wimbledon, a non- 
league team, beat Burnley, 1-0, yesterday to 
knock the stylish English League First Division 
side out of cup play. 

Wimbledon next faces Leeds United, England's 
top team in recent years. 

Wimbledon used to run an all-amateur soc- 
cer club. Five years ago It turned professional, 
but the players are part-timers who work at 
other jots and train when they can. 

They were not given much of a chance to win 
when they trotted out an the field against 
Burnley— even though this was the English Cup, 
famous for upsets. 

Burnley mounted one smooth-flowing attack 
after another. The Wimbledon defense stood 
up to them alL And four minutes into the 
second half, Wimbledon's Johnny Mahon scored 
the w i n n i n g goal. 

Four other non-league clubs survived yester- 
day’s third-round matches. 

Chris Kelly scored the vital goal in Leather- 
head'S 1-0 away victory to third-division Brigh- 
ten. Brighton, though unbeaten in its five pre- 
vious games, went out to a non-league club for 
the second successive season, having lost to 
Walton last season. 


Altrincham, Wycombe Wanderers and Staf- 
ford Rangers also remained in the hunt, with 
Altrincham handing a nasty scare to Mersey- 
side giant Ever ton before being held to a 1-1 
tie away from home.

The reasons for this were 
never clear, but the suspicion 
was widely held, for it was an 
age of suspicion sprung from 
what would now be dismissed as 
collapsible fact. It was reputed 
that Chaplin privately held unor- 
thodox political opinions, that he 
was sympathetic to socialistic 
heathenry and insufficiently awed 
by the evil of Stalin. 

One did not know these things 
for sure, but the rumor of such 
knowledge was in the air. and 
where there was smoke there 
were bound to be. in those days, 
dangerous Reds. This was a 
period, remember, when Gary 
Cooper, the hero of the celluloid 
sage, could be brought before a 
congressional committee and ap- 
plauded for testifying that, while 
he did not know what Commu- 
nism was, he hated it. 


There was not a single joke pub- 
lished about McCarthy in the 
entire period and, so far as I 
know, none exists to this day. 

Although McCarthy was a 
scoundrel, a mountebank, a fraud 
and. in his final period, frequent- 
ly pickled in whisky, the press 
found it safer not to laugh. The 
habit of not laughing persisted, 
some inertial fear hanging over 
the country perhaps, until almost 
the end of the Eisenhower years. 

Chaplin, who bad always 
laughed, became a threat. In 
1953 the Justice Department an- 
nounced he would have to sat- 
isfy the immigration people that 
he was not a dangerous or un- 
wholesome character before he 
could be readmitted to the United 
States. 

I recite this bleak history at 
length for the benefit of youth 
who may doubt that the country 
could have sunk to such an abyss 
so recently, but principally to 
suggest to their depressed elders 
that in same ways the present 
age is preferable to what we 
have known.

HONG KONG, Jan. 5 (NTT),

But the average adult 
maip is. after all, a statistical 
abstraction. Four bottles cost 
more than a week's industrial 
wages, so it is apparently only 
a snail fraction of the popula- 
tion that can afford to Imbibe.

stock market, he likes to show 
off a bit for his friends,** a 
leading importer said. ‘The 
way he does it is to invite them 
out for a good meal.

Times are hard and Cognac 
sales are off, but even in 
absolute terms Hong Kong, with 
Its small population, remains 
the fourth largest Cognac mar- 
ket In the world, after Britain, 
the United States and West 
Germany. And three out of 
every four bottles imported 


are of VSOP grade or better. 

Not many Cognac drinkers 
are likely to be aware that the 
initials are supposed to stand 
for the En glish words “Very 
Superior Old Pale" or that 
Cognac is normally taken as an 
after-dinner drink in the West. 
The idea of drinking without 
eating strikes most Chinese as 
pointless, if not dissolute, and 
the idea of drinking Cognac 
alone has never caught on. 

The typical Chinese drinker 
having selected the most expen- 
sive brand, he can afford, adds 
ice and splashes in soda or, 
sacrilegious as It may seem, 
Seven-Up or Coca-Cola.
